Pay Television? 


Concern anions area citizens on Hie subject 
of pay television appears unwarranted, at least 
under present ground rules. 
Although the Federal Communications ( cm- 
mission has indicated it plans to let its proposed 
pay TV rules go into effect June 12, restrictions 
built into the rules appear to effectively cancel 
an appearance of pay television into the I pper 
Peninsula market in tile immediate future. 
Even in the cities, the weight of the evi­ 
dence indicates that the emergence of pay TV 
in making available to best efforts of Holly­ 
wood, Broadway and other outstanding viewing 
will create a new level of competition — and coi- 
responding new excellence — in the quality of 
commercial television. 
Foes of pay TV, primarily the National As- 
sociatoon of Theater Owners, have charged that 
pay TV in any form is a “massive public give­ 
away to private interests” and point out that 
pay TV in homes would mean a new bill each 
month for households. 
*

★ 
The Iron Mountain News, a Panax Corp. 
publication, solicited opinions from Congressman 
Philip Ruppe, the Associated Press, the Federal 
Communications Commission and several points 
were stressed: 
1. Pay TV will be 
permitted by the rCC 
onlv in a community that receives from four off- 
the-air (non-cable or non-translator) TV chan­ 
nels so that ample conventional TV fare will be 
available. That rules out all of the Upper Pen­ 
insula for pay TV under present regulations. 
Only l l major cities in the United States fall in 
that category. 
2. Any sports events regularly scheduled 
on commercial TV within the last two years may 
not be shown on pay TV. 
3. No series type of program with intercon­ 
nected plot or substantially the same cast may 
be broadcast on pay TV. 
4. No more than 90 per cent of a pay TV 
station’s programming may consist of feature 
films and sports events combined, assuring a 
minimal amount of cultural and educational 
programming. 
5. Feature films broadcast over pay TV sys­ 
tems can be no more than two years old.

Under those ground Hiles, the greatest im­ 
pact of pay TV probably will be against the thea­ 
ters — a long and respected American institu­ 
tion. In areas like the Upper Peninsula, however, 
there does not appear to be an immediate threat. 
There even could l>e benefits. 
Tile Board of Directors of the Screen Actors 
Guild has urged the “orderly 
development of 
subscription television as a new business in the 
field of free enterprize,” pointing out that pay 
TV will supply cultural and entertainment pro­ 
grams desired by many citizens. 
Behind the resolution, 
of course, 
is the 
thought that pay television will improve reven­ 
ues from motion pictures and consequently pro­ 
vide higher wages for the actors. But if actors 
can command higher salaries and producers re­ 
ceive higher profits through pay television, isn’t 
there a possibility that the product also will be 
improved ? 
With an improved product — and possibly 
greater production of films — theaters in areas 
not covered by pay television actually might im­ 
prove box office receipts.

It’s difficult to see how subscription televi­ 
sion — and pay television already is in force in 
the Escanaba area through monthly charges for 
cablevision and translators — can do more dam­ 
age 
to 
the 
theater 
industry 
than 
today’s 
commercial television which already show's mo­ 
tion pictures of recent vintage. 
And, as far as commercial television is con­ 
cerned, the PTC guidelines assure the nation’s 
public that normal network programming will 
be continued. 
As a supplement to commercial television, 
pay TV will provide viewers with programming 
not nowf available. To argue that pay TV will 
mean the end of commercial television — at 
least at this stage — is misleading. 


Let Them Know 


A letter written to a senator or congress­ 
man has more effect than a person may realize. 
More than anything else, a deluge of letters 
protesting Hie ll per cent increase in congres­ 
sional salaries was responsible recently for block­ 
ing a second pay raise for the leadership of both 
houses. 
The legislation would have given the vice 
president. Spiro Agnew, and the speaker of the 
House, John McCormack, salaries of $62.500 a 
year — an increase of $19,500. Tile speaker had 
previously benefited from the ll per cent in­ 
crease. 
The bill also provided salaries of $55,000 
for the president pro tem of the Senate, Richard 
Russell, the Senate Republican leader, Everett 
M. Dirksen, and the House Republican leader, 
Gerald Ford — or an increase of $12,000 for 
each. All of them had just received the l l per 
cent pay raise.

All of the necessary arrangements had been 
made, and the legislation was thought to I** set 
for Senate passage. But when the matter reached 
the floor, the unexpected happened. A feeling 
of uneasiness overtook fume of the senators, 
among them Sen. Dirksen. whose support was 
tieing counted on by the bill’s sponsors. Dirksen 
disappeared into the cloakrooms and W’as not 
seen during the rest of the debate. 
With that inauspicious 
beginning, nothing 
went right 
for the 
pending bill. 
Opponents 
pressed their advantage, offering an amend­ 
ment to abolish the presidential commission 
whose salary recommendations become law un­ 
less vetoed by Congress. By this circuitous route. 
Congress had received its previous pay increase 
without actually voting for it directly. 
The amendment passed, and the bill’s spon­ 
sor. Sen. Gale McGee, D-Wym., thought it best 
to withdraw from battle. He moved to return 
Hie legislation to committee, and the .Senate 
agreed.

Look For Restriction 
On Fall Duck Season

LANSING IAP) — Now that 
many 
a 
duck 
hunter 
has 
swapped his shotgun for a fish­ 
ing rod. a minor uproar over a 
recommended closed season on 
ducks this fall is beginning to 
simmer. 
With the continent’s waterfowl 
setting 
up 
housekeeping 
on 
well - watered nesting grounds, 
however, hunters must wonder 
why such a drastic step was ad­ 
vised. 
It should be pointed out that 
the advice probably won’t be 
taken—wasn’t expected to—and 
that there probably will be some 
sort of restricted season rn Mich­ 
igan this year. 
The closure recommendation 
came in 
February 
from the 
Technical Section of the Missis­ 
sippi Flyway Council in Padu­ 
cah. Ky. Admittedly made at an 
“early date.” it aroused consid­ 
erable comment and confusion. 
Conduct Survey 
It drew a statement from John 
S. Gottschalk. director of the 
U.S. Bureau of Sport Fisheries 
and 
Wildlife 
in 
Washington, 
D.C., declaring: 
“We have no intention of ar­ 
riving at a conclusion concern­ 
ing this fall’s waterfowl season 
until we know the water condi­ 
tions from our May survey and 
the population counts from our 
July survey.” 
It resulted in an editorial com­ 
ment from Dale E. Whitesell, 
executive director of Ducks Un­ 
limited, who called the action 
“premature” 
and 
pointed 
to 
“excellent” water and breeding 
conditions 
in 
the 
Canadian 
provinces 
where 
most 
ducks 
nest. 
Whitesell also questioned con­ 
tentions of the game biologists 
who make up the 
Technical 
Section that the mallard breed­ 
ing population is at a critically 
low’ level. 


The welfare of the mallard 
population has much to do with 
the bag limit and length of sea­ 
son in the Mississippi Flyway, 
explained 
Edward J. 
Mikula, 
who is in charge of waterfowl 
management in Michigan. 
Mallards 
Mallards are the most heavily 
hunted ducks in the flyway, he 
said, and the flyway hunters 
usually kill the lion’s share of 
the mallards shot in the coun­ 
try. 
In 1967, for example, 37 per 
cent of the ducks shot in tile 
Mississippi Flyway were mal­ 
lards. And those mallards com­ 
prised 41 per cent of all of that 
species taken in all four flyways. 
Hunters in the Pacific Flyway 
take most of the rest of the mal­ 
lards bagged each year in the 
country. 
The total mallard bag in 1967 
was 4.4 million, while, in 1968, 
the take dropped to 3.2 million. 
Mississippi Flyway regulations 
al e influenced by the health and 
welfare cxf the continent’s mal­ 
lards — particularly those pro­ 
duced in the Canadian provinces 
of Manitoba and Saskatchewan. 
The number of mallards ex­ 
pected to fly south in the fall 
are a key to the kind of bag 
and season limits permitted by 
the government, which sets hunt­ 
ing guidelines for each flyway. 
Breeding 
This fall flight is determined 
by the number of mallards fly­ 
ing back north to nest, the num­ 
ber of prairie ponds available 
to the ducks 
throughout the 
summer and the success the 
ducks have in rearing 
their 
young. 
These production factors are 
vital to predictions of the fall 
flight. 
Obviously, 
the 
number 
of 
breeding mallards has much to 
do with the size of the young 
crop each year. And biologists 
were gloomy this winter aft­ 


er taking a look at estimates of 
the breeding flock. 
Their concern is not new. Last 
fall, they suggested to wildlife 
managers that the season should 
be closed if management hoped 
to return the same number of 
breeding mallards to the nesting 
grounds as flew north in the 
spring of 1968. 
Recommendation*

season, biologists said, would 
still decrease the breeding pop­ 
ulation IO per cent. Somewhat 
more lenient regulations were 
approved, however, resulting in 
a 20 per cent reduction in the 
1969 breeding mallard popula­ 
tion, Mikula pointed out. 
T^ast August, too, the Missis­ 
sippi Flyway Council 
decided 
the flyway should not have a 
duck season if the continental 
mallard 
breeding 
population 
chopped to seven million. 
The 
council 
only 
makes 
recommendations, however, it 
does not set seasons. 
In 
1968, 
breeding 
mallards 
numbered 8.2 million. The fall 
flight was estimated at 13 mil­ 
lion. allowing for the number of 
young produced. 
This was pared by a million 
by the Canadian harvest. U.S. 
hunters bagged three million, 
leaving nine million. It is esti­ 
mated that natural mortality 
whittled the population to an 
estimated 6.5 million. 
This is a half million below 
the minimum figure adopted by 
the flyway council. 
With duck numbers this low, 
biologists say three young ducks
